Paris, Dec. 23.—The .only reference to President Wilson's note 


at the public sitting of the Chamber of Deputies was made by 
Deputy Benandel, who expressed the belief that it would compel 
Germany to tell plainly her war aims. Deputy Renaudel made his 
brief reference in announcing that the Socialist party would vote 
for the appropriations for the first six months of 1917, which were 
subsequently passed. He said: 


"Today the president of the United States of America asks 


the belligerent to announce their news as to the obiect of the ww. 
We do not wish to judge his intention. We only wish to see this— 
neutrals, guided, we believe, by a concern for justice and right, 
helping to obtain more light. Our enemies can no longer now keep 
mating halting statements. They most speak out clearly. We 
do not fear thai they can trouble the minds of the soldiers pf the 
republic who, to win back peace, have covered their country,.with 
glory. Let our governments make known to the whole world that 
tiie allied people*, .always, wishful for peace and never afraid of 


war, are ready to accept any solution, which, having repaired the 
injustice of force, shall organize the nations for the salvation of 
civilization and/^he free development of humanity."

on the part of the white farmers. 


.This spirit is not uncommon and my only reason for referring 


to this at all is, the number of colored farmers interested, i. c., 300. 
Further comment is unnecessary, as the little article speaks for itself 
and I thought probably you would like to see something of this 
kind,.as I have had the pleasure on more than one occasion to read 
an editorial from The Times concerning sonic atrocities committed 
in the Northern states, and on two occasions within the borders of 
the Bnckeye State, which you had in a manner compared with occur- 
rences of such things in the South.

Taking this as a text, Mr. Bowling made some most interesting 


comments upon the Southern people and the negro, that we pass on 
to our readers with the suggestion that they will find them most 
interesting, and at the same time give food for thought, Mr. Bowling 
said:

Dear Mr. Taylor: My native state, Mississippi, together with 


the other Southern states, the major portion of whose population ,is 
of the colored race, are as you know often maligned, villifled 
and 


licensed of barbarous atrocities against the negro, by a considerable 
portion of the press ol the Northern states, when a lynching occurs 
williin their borders. It certainly is not my intention of endeavoring 
to create the impression that such action against any human being 
should for one moment be condoned, nor'does it in the Southland 
have the sanction of the better element any more so than, it would 
in the State of Ohio, for as a whole the Southern people are staunch 
liclievers in law and order and when occasion arises do not, hesitate 
lo go the limit to uphold those in authority in the discharge of their 
duties, that the majesty of the law shall prevail. Unfortunately, I 
liave frequently observed tiiat the Southern people are misunder- 
stood, their motives are questioned and their efforts for the proper, 
solution of this race problem have been most severely criticised by 
snme of the Northern states, who. from lack of information largely, 
give expression to personal opinions which are not based upon facts, 
!uit in some instances sectional prejudice controls such opinions, 
which, therefore, cannot bo impartial. 


I believe that during the. last few years the people ot the United 


Slates as a whole arc beginning to realize that the Southern white 
people arc the best friends the negroes livac, and whether IMS is 
>rciierall.v accepted or not, I believe that it is true. I do not believe 
that, anywhere on earth, tlie negro, as an individual or as a> race, is 
imdcr-slood so well, nor is there a greater sympathy for him in bis 
efforts to become a better citizen, than in the Southland, and if the 
ni;gro continues to make the Southland his home for a few genera- 
tions more, there will be still a better understanding as between he 
;u)d tllc white man, whose government it is and must necessaiily re- 
main so, but it will accord, that helpfulness and full co-operation to 
Ihe weaker race', with the view of assisting him to work out his own 
salvation along economic lines. As evidence of this 1 am appending 
.1 clipping from my little home paper, the "Macou Beacon," publish- 
ed at Mai'on, Noxnbee county, Mississippi, which is u card of thanks, 
signed by three colored farmers, who had been the recipients of a 
dinner given them by the while farmers of a certain section of that 
rrnuity. Do you believe that this could have happened at any place 
iii the .\rorth? You will observe that, it was a "Get Together'' mect- 
ing and was a splendid success, a colored committee recognizing the 
sm.'cesK of this "Get. Together" and, evidences an appreciation on 
tllc part of tile colored people for the splendid and friendly feeling 
on the part of the white farmers. 


This.spirit is not uncommon and my only reason for referring 


fe this at all is, the number of colored farmers interested, i. e., 300. 
Further comment is unnecessary, as the little article speaks for itself 
"nd I thought probably you would like lo see something of this 
^iiid. as T have bad the pleasure on more than, one occasion to read 
an I'diiorial from The Times concerning some atrocities committed 
in tin1 Northern states, and on two occasions within the borders of 
tho Buckeye Stale, which you had in a manner compared with occur- 
renccN of such things in ilic South.
